Unfortunately, I received this document as an email from a trusted colleague at another institu- 
tion and although I could not verify it from the published broadcasts of Murrow neither could I disprove it 
so I used it. Never will I make such a mistake again!!! There are "Urban Legend" web sites to check such in- 
formation and I will use them in the future. My apologies for misleading anyone who attended my presenta- 
tion.
